rh« Things Be Should Know. Becaiue of 


the Great Advantages Be Has. 


A youth of eighteen, who is to hay* 


the best chances, should know how to 
study, and how to do it with enthusi- 
asm also, because he has learned the les- 
son at least five years before. ' 


Enthusiasm, guided and controlled by 


knowledged as to the use of the powers, 
is the true life of a living man, alive 
with the spiritual forces. 
Everything 


else is in sleep, or is dead. 


I make my starting point, and mv 


guiding thought, the thought that lie 
should learn how to study, and should 
gain enthusiasm, at the beuinimig. 


In the first place, as I think, the study 


oflanguage may lie most hopefully and 
successfully started in these earliest 
years. The boy mores joyously where 
the man finds only labor and weariness. 
The children of our households today 
may gain the same tiling that we gained 
at five and twenty, and fur more than 
we gained, when they are ten or twelve; 
and the progress is like the joyful son;; 
of their childhood, when they are led 
along the rational method. They grow 
up Into French or Gerrnau, as it were, 
as they grow up into English, and talk, 
and read, and sing in these languages 
just as they do in their own. 
Why 


should they not breathe enthusiasm with 
every breath of their learning? It was 
with a great price, indeed, that we ob- 
tained this freedom. But they were free 
born. 


Let me say here that, in my judgment, 


every boy who has the best chances 
ought to have the mastery of the French 
or German language (I should say of 
both) before he is 18 years of age—a 
mastery kindred to that which he has of 
English. He should, also, have such a 
knowledge of Greek and Latin as will 
mean power in and over those languages, 
and will enable him to read them with 
ease and with satisfaction as he enters 
upon his college course. The man who 
knows the ancient languages as he ought 
to know them, will never contend against 
their holding a place iu the education of 
all widely educated and roundly edu- 
cated men. 


The boy who lias the best chances 


ought, in the years between twelve and 
eighteen, to be set forward on his course 
in history and the >-»(jinnings, at least, 
of the literature of his own language. 


My feeling is that the boys who have 


the best chances should know something 
of music, and should, at least, BOO the 
opening of the door toward art studies. 
The opinion is now well established, I 
suppose, that all persons can be instruct- 
ed in vocal music wii'i a measure of suc- 
cess. I believe that the same thing can 
be accomplished in the lino of instru- 
mental music. 


That the mathematical studies should 


be pursued energetically before the youth 
has reached the ago of which we are 
speaking, I may add, is admitted by all. 
The men of the former generations and 
the men of our day agree at this point— 
President Dwlght in The Forum.

WASHINGTON, May 4.—Mr. MoOomas, 


of Maryland, yetterday submitted to 
rhe House the views of the majority of 
:he House committee on the election of 
President, Vice-President and Hepre- 
entatives in Congress on his bill to 
egulate in part the time and manner 
f holding elections of Repreoentatlves 
n Congress, on which the committee 
authorized a favorable 
report some 


eeks ago. The majority of the com- 


mittee believe, in the light of recent 
ilstory, that the power conferr«U by the 
Constitution on Congress to make or 
,lter suoh regulations should now be 
xerted to restrain abuses in the redla- 
ricting of Statei to secure, flr*t, a sta- 
ll* and equal representation of 
the 


ieople 
in 
Congress, and 
then to 


irevent 
intimidation 
or 
bribery 


t 
elections 
for 
Representa- 


ires in Congress. 
As the country 


rows more anxious to spcure fa^ir eleo- 
lons, Congress is justly urged to pau 
iational election laws to guarantee fail 


voting, counting and return of the etee> 
tion of Congressmen. In States hostile 
to the exercise of the suffrage by •»!• 
ored citizens, the enforcement of soch 
laws Is difficult indeed. The subject of 
a National election law is Involved in 
the ne(rro problem. This Anti-gerry- 
mandering bill may be effective in the 
white States where powerful minorities 
of white voters are to-day suppressed 
by «hameful gerrymandering1. It will 
check reckless gerrymandering in the 
black-belt and make it easier for Repre- 
aentativei elected tliero to obtain certi- 
fication of election. 


The minority of the committee al«o 


submit a report in support of their 
views. The bill, they say, purports to 
be aimed at the vice of gerrymander- 
ing, and seeks to cut out by the roots 
this system as alleged to be practiced 
by the States, when, in fact, it only 
transfers the system to the National 
theater where, we may expect, in this 
enlarged field to witness its highest de- 
velopment and reap its ripestfruiti. 
It 


professes to prohibit gerrymandering by 
the States, but Invites its adoption by 
Congress. It denies to the States the 
right to change their districts fo» mem- 
bers of Congreia, except once In ten 
years, and reierves that right exclu- 
sively to Contrress, to be exercised at its 
pleasure, or upon the demand of party. 


Mr. Frank of Missouri, signed neither 


of the 
foregoing reports. 
Ho has 


drafted a second minority report in 
which he sets forth his views. He 
takes the ground that the bill Is very 
wide in its scope, but narrow In its pur- 
poses. It was intended to cover a polit- 
ical exigency for the purpose of perpet- 
uating a party in power. It bad never 
been designed by the Constitution to 
take away the rights of the State Legis- 
latures to district the States and the 
exercise by the National Legislature of 
that power (except in event of a State 
refusing to exerolse its constitutional 
right* had not been contemplated. Not 
that such an exercise by a National 
body would be invalid when the State 
Legislature had exercised its power; but 
the framers of the Constitution had not 
contemplated that action except in a 
failure to act on tho part of the State. 
Mr. Prank, maintains that the bill, be- 
ing retroactive is not "the making or 
altering" of the 
alteration already 


made, but is the repealing of regula- 
tions made, and the right to do thU may 
be very seriously questioned. 


The most cogent reason for his refusal 


to give assent to the views of the ma- 
jority is that the measure will be very 
unpopular and distasteful to the minds 
of the people who are not lawyers and 
who are unable to draw a distinction 
between an ex post facto and a retro- 
active law under the Constitution of the 
Halted States, lender tho constitutions 
of all the States no ex post facto law 
can be paised; and under some of them 
no retroactive law can be passed. A 
retroactive law is always regarded with 
great disfavor, and the people will not 
sustain Congressional action In the way 
the bill proposes.

0In concluding, Mr. Roosevelt said: 
"It is really remarkable that the most 
rancorous and mendacious—albeit sin- 
gularly 
unintelligent — malevolence, 


after resorting to every means to pro- 
cure evidence against us, has been 
unable to point to so much as a single 
error of judgment on our part. 
The 


simple truth is tha* we are being as- 
sailed, not for having administered the 
law badly, but for having administered 
it well.

Over 20O Quit Work-Committee 


Visitation. 


The trouble among the miners of the 


United Miners' Organization has reached 
Deettnr, but it is probable that what- 
ever differences that may exist will be 
amicably settled. A secret meeting of 
the miners was held Saturday evening, 
when a committee of six was appointed 
to wail upon Mark Morsn, superintend- 
ent of the Deoatnr Coal Company. The 
men put in full time up to Saturday 
evening, but this morning none of the 
men returned to work, and everything 
was inactive at the two shafts with the 
exception of the force in the two offices. 


THE OOMXITTKB. 


This morning the ; miners' oommiteee 


called upon Snpt. Moran at the new 
shuft and asked for an increase os 5 cents 
a ton for mining coal, which would make 
the pay 75 cents a ton. 
They also asked 


the company not to ship any coal outside 
it* present district, the object being to 
prevent the Decatnr company supplying 
points where miners are on a strike. Don- 
ahue and McCune were the committee 
spokesmen. 


The answer of the company will be to 


the effect that the business does not war- 
rant the advance in pay, and that no coal 
will be shipped to points outside the 
present district. 


The miners will hold a meeting this 


afternoon to hear the report of the cocr- 
mittee. It will then be determined 
whether or not the miners will return to 
work to-morrow. 


It is understood that orders from a dis- 


tance were received requiring the miners 
to take the action above noted.
